Former Barre tax collector 
to pay town restitution

BARRE -— Feb. 23 the Superior 
Court held a restitution hearing and 
Judge Janet Kenton-Walker ordered 
former Barre tax collector Marcia 
Langelier to pay the town $100 per 
month during her probation peri- 
od. She also had to forfeit her con- 
tribution to Worcester Regional 
Retirement Board of $30,495 to 
the town of Barre. Due to her job 
related convictions, she forfeited 
her pension. 

On Nov. 27, 2018 Langelier, 


then 66, pled guilty to embezzle- 
ment by a municipal officer (Count 
1) and making a false entry in cor- 
porate books (Count 3). Justice 
Kenton-Walker of Worcester 
Superior Court imposed a sentence 
of one year in the house of cor- 
rection on the charge of making 
false entry in corporate books. She 
received straight probations for a 
period of three years on and after 
the sentence on Count 3 for Count 
1, embezzlement by a municipal 
officer.

HUBBARDSTON -— Rutland 
selectman, Jeffery Stillings, attended 
the Monday, March 2 select board 
meeting to discuss the matter with 
Hubbardston selectmen and ask the 
Hubbardston board to sign a letter to 
the Department of Conservation and 
Recreation (DCR). The three mem- 
bers present signed the letter. 


The Ware River Watershed 
area in question included land 
in Hubbardston, Barre, Oakham 
and Rutland.

Q-Drug hosts programs during Purple for Prevention week

BARRE — What does a person 
do with old medication and how do 
they dispose of it safely? 

Medication Safety — How to 
Store and Dispose of Medications 
was the second program offered to 
the public last Wednesday after- 
noon at the Barre Senior Center 
during Purple for Prevention Week 
sponsored by Q-DRUG. 

Dr. Stephen Martin, Associate 
Professor of Family Medicine 
and Community Health at the 
University of Mass. Medical 
School and of the Barre Family 
Health Center, was the special 
guest speaker helping to navigate 
the sometime confusing subject of 
medications. 

“The two important elements 
regarding medications — know- 
ing what you have at home and 
knowing safe ways to get rid of it,” 
said Dr. Martin to approximate- 
ly a dozen in attendance. “This is 
about keeping people safe; every- 
thing has a place. We don’t keep 
chainsaws on a counter, and we’re 
not going to leave medications out 
in the open.” 

It is not uncommon for the 
senior population to quickly 
acquire numerous medications, 
between existing conditions and 
recovery from medical procedures. 
However, one of the most import- 
ant things Dr. Martin stressed was 
to get rid of all medications, even if 
unused, when a person has recov- 
ered. 

Understanding the complexity 
of what can be either thrown away, 
flushed down a toilet or dropped

off at a safe location, Dr. Martin 
clearly outlined the steps for deter- 
mining disposal. 

Based on a list from the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) that Dr. Martin distribut- 
ed to those attending the program, 
the following medications can be 
safely flushed without harm to the 
environment — benzhydrocodone/ 
acetaminophen, buprenorphine, 
fentanyl, diazepam, hydrocodone, 
hydromorphone, meperidine, meth- 
adone, methylphenidate, morphine, 
oxycodone, oxymorphone, tapen- 
tadol, sodium oxybate and cer- 
tain liquid medicine as well, ref- 
erencing the site www.FDA.gov/ 
DrugDisposal. 

If a drug is not on the list, the 
FDA recommends throwing it

out in the household trash, which 
would also include needles — after 
placing them in a hard plastic con- 
tainer, a jug or a bottle, making 
sure a lid can be secured before 
disposal. 

If neither works for the individ- 
ual, Barre is fortunate to have two 
drop off boxes during open hours 
— one at the Barre Senior Center 
and the other at the Public Safety 
Building. 

“The Senior Center is way 
ahead of the game with this offer- 
ing,” said Dr. Martin. “For occa- 
sional use of medications, keep 
them in a locked box, putting it ina 
safe and discreet place.” 

One of the best suggestions Dr. 
Martin also offered, for people to 
meet with their primary care phy-

sician or nurse practitioner with all 
their medications to determine a 
safe course of action. 

“If you’re taking five medi- 
cations, it’s hard to take them all 
well,” stated Dr. Martin. “You 
should never feel like you’re stuck 
with the medications you have.” 

Another fear Dr. Martin dis- 
pelled last Wednesday is the ongo- 
ing thought that addiction can hap- 
pen from taking opioids needed for 
pain after surgery or because of 
other medical conditions. 

“Addiction to opioids at age 50 
or older, is less than five percent,” 
remarked Dr. Martin. “Work with 
your provider for what you will 
need.”

Maple syrup is not only a sign that spring 1s 
near, but also the first “crop” of the season. Native 
Americans and early settlers to the “New World” 
tapped maple trees, collected the sap and boiled it 
down to get maple syrup or maple sugar. Pure white 
sugar, a Staple of our diet, was a very rare treat in the 
1700s and 1800s. Maple syrup was a more available 
sweetener. In addition, maple syrup contains trace 
amounts of minerals such as potassium and zinc. 

The process of making sap into syrup is an inter- 
esting endeavor and something that an individual or 
a family can do on a small scale without all the fancy 
equipment the commercial maple syrup producer 
needs. The larger producers use plastic taps and tub- 
ing to run the sap by gravity from the tapped maple 
trees to a collection vat where the sap is pumped into 
tanks on a truck. The sap is then transported to the 
sugarhouse and put into an evaporator where the sap 
is boiled to form the syrup. The syrup when ready is 
filtered cooled and put into jars, cans or plastic jugs 
for sale. Some producers still use metal buckets with 
lids that hang from the metal spout tapped snugly into 
the tree. The lids keep rain, snow and debris out of the 
sap. Other producers use plastic taps and tubing to run 
the sap into large plastic jugs. 

An easy method that recycles plastic milk jugs 
works well for a small family harvest and is inexpen- 
sive. The handle of the jug is cut in two spots to fit the 
spout and to hold the jug to the spout hook. The lid is 
kept on the jug to keep out precipitation and debris. 

Sap usually starts running in late February or early 
March. When the nights are below freezing and the 
days are mild, sap starts to flow. The tree should be 
at least ten inches in diameter and in good health to 
be tapped. A large pan can be used to “boil” or evap- 
orate the sap into syrup. It takes about ten gallons of 
sap to make one quart of syrup. This should be done 
outdoors as the steam can do damage to wallpaper and 
woodwork in the house. A side burner on an outdoor 
gas grill works fine or a pit with a smoke stack can be 
made using concrete blocks for a wood fire. People 
traveling through rural areas will most likely see all or 
most of the above mentioned collection methods. 

For a real treat, try making your own maple syrup 
sometime or just buy some locally produced maple 
syrup. Maple syrup is great on pancakes or used in 
baked beans or winter squash. Three quarters of a cup 
of maple syrup is equal to one cup of sugar.

Langelier served as the town’s 
elected tax collector and between 
2005 and July 31, 2011 she took 
$251,150 from the town. During 
about the same period she accrued 
gambling losses of about $300,000. 

At the restitution hearing, the 
parties agreed the total amount of 
the town’s loss, after payment of 
a $150,000 bond was $101,150. 
After applying the $30,495 toward 
the town’s loss, the Commonwealth 
established that the balance owed to 
the town by Langelier for full resti- 
tution was $70,655. 

Langelier and her husband, 
Edward have a combined social 
security monthly income of $2,525. 
She listed total household expenses 
of $2,216.66 that did not include 
food.

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Tasks to tackle in my yard 


here are a few things to be 
sk in my yard, some that 

are best done this time of 
year and a few others that I never 
got to last fall. I look forward to 
a warm sunny day to tackle these 
tasks. Maybe you are in the same 
boat; if so, read on. 

It’s time to prune your apple 
trees. Accomplish this while the 
trees are still dormant. You have 
only a few more weeks to get the 
job done, otherwise it’s best to 
hold off until next winter. Remove 
dead or diseased branches first, 
sterilizing your loppers or saw in 
between cuts. Then concentrate on 
branches that are too low, too high 
or those that cross over or rub on 
one another. Remember that fruit 
is borne on lateral branches, so 
also prune out those that are grow- 
ing either straight up or straight 
down. It is important to allow light 
into the canopy of the tree to ripen 
your fruit. For that reason thin out 
new, weak growth or head it back 
where necessary. Pruning fruit 
trees is something you can’t over- 
think; do a little research and get 
to it! 

If you didn’t tackle pruning 
your summer-bearing raspberries 
last fall, now would be a great 
time to do it Leafless canes are 
easy to work with, but don’t for- 
get thick gloves and long sleeves 
for this job; they sure are picky! 


Start by cutting back 
the canes that fruit- 
ed last season all the 
way to the ground. 
Then look at what’s 
left. Prune away any 
that are skinnier than 
a pencil or those that 
have popped up in 
the lawn or garden 
path. Remember, 
you want to reach 
into the bed easily 
to pick all those ber- 
ries! Here is the hard part: to have 
good air circulation within the 
patch, you should allow at least 
eight inches between canes. If you 
have any that are growing clos- 
er than that, choose the healthier 
of the two and cut out the other 
one. Finally, trim off the tops of 
the canes so that they stand about 
three feet tall. The berries will be 
bigger and the less likely to bend 
under the weight of the fruit if you 
do so. 

My strawberry plants have 
heaved out of the ground! [ will 
take the time to carefully push 
them back in. When I am with- 
out fruit this June, kindly remind 
me that Christmas tree boughs or 
other lightweight mulch would 
have prevented them from bearing 
their roots! To be most success- 
ful, apply mulch after the ground 
freezes and remove it about the 
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time forsythia blooms, 
usually mid-April. 
Strawberries aren’t 
the only plant that 
may heave out of the 
ground. Check your 
perennial bed too, espe- 
cially if you planted 
new specimens after 
Labor Day. Recently 
installed plants may not 
have had the chance to 
grow enough new roots 
to properly anchor 
themselves, thus causing them to 
heave. Don’t lose hope, however, 
simply tuck them back into the 
ground and hope for the best. 

You may see what looks like 
dead branches on rose bushes or 
butterfly bush. It’s still too early to 
tackle these plants; wait until new 
growth emerges to see just what 
you have to work with and where 
your cuts should be.

WNE collaborates with Shriners Hospitals for Children 


SPRINGFIELD —- A key to 
childhood development is the 
ability to independently explore 
the world around. This is chal- 
lenging when children are faced 
with physical mobility limita- 
tions. Now, thanks to students and 
faculty at Western New England 
(WNE) University’s College of 
Engineering and the Doctor of 
Occupational Therapy program, 
in collaboration with Springfield’s 
Shriners Hospitals for Children, 
improved mobility just got a whole 
lot more fun and accessible. 

GoBabyGo is the redesign of 
Kids’ Ride-On Cars that modifies 
toy vehicles for children with vary- 
ing degrees of motor control. “For 
many young patients, the strug- 
gle comes in the case of limited 
lower body mobility,” says elec- 
trical engineering major Laura 
Sawyer. Laura helps Dr. Andrea 
Kwaczala, an assistant professor 
of Biomedical Engineering (BME) 
who performs research at Shriners. 
“The main modification made is 
removing the foot pedal and replac- 
ing it with a big red push button 
located on the steering wheel,” says 
Laura. “Additional mechanisms to 
provide greater trunk support can 
be added, as well as an external 
steering cable system that allows 
the parents to steer for the child.”
